PITTIN G IT BACK 
There’s almost a touch of whimsy m Treasury 
Secretary M orgenthaus terse insistence thut con­ 
gressmen put back all the revenue they 're taking out 
of the administration's tax structure. 
Until a number of weeks after March 15, the 
treasury wont know how much revenue is going to 
be obtained from 
1937 operations. 
It hasn't the 
slightest idea how much could have been obtained 
in 1938 if no revision had been undertaken 
The fact remains, of course, that it Is not 
so und 
fina ncia l policy to reduce revenue -even estimated 
rev enue at a tune when government Is piling up a 
deficit. The relationship between income and spend­ 
ing must be kept clear; heavier taxation is inevitable 
if the government is to maintain confidence in it,-> 
fina ncia l re- ponsibility . 
The additional burden, however, it is now agreed, 
should not be placed where it will stifle income-pro­ 
ducing enterprise, which is the indictment of the 
punitive corporation tuxes now being revised 
The 
purpose of tax legislation, in other words, should be 
maximum revenue with mmimum etfect on producers 
of the revenue, instead ot the other way around, as 
some new dealers would like to do it for the sake of 
advancing their social reform program. 
There can 
be no social reform of any permanence unless the 
government's ability to retain both confidence and
